No. 17-Fres./53. —The President has been pleased to 
award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officer of the Bihar Military Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank. — Jemadar Bharat Dubey, 
(deceased) of the Bihar Military Police. 

Statement of services f°r which the decoration has 
been awarded. — On the 8 th April 1952 some 
raiders armed with machine guns etc. took 
possession of a portion of a plot of land the ownership 
of which was under dispute at Mouza Makrabhifa, 
Police Station Islampur, in the district of Purnea. 

Before its ownership could be established it was 
noticed that the raiders had entrenched themselves in 
dug outs, and in order to allay panic in the locality 
and prevent further encroachments, Shri Vishundeo 
Kumar and Sri Ram Bahadur Singh, Wing Commanders 
of the Bihar Military Police, 7th Battalion, were 
ordered to take two sections of the Bihar Military 


Police and stay near the spot. As the raiders had 
already well dug in, the Bihar Military Police officers 
also decided to dig a trench about 100 yards west of 
the disputed land. While the Bihar Mihlary Police 
Sections were thus engaged in digging the trench under 
the supervision of Jemadar Bharat Dubey they were 
suddenly and indiscriminately fired upon by the raiders 
at almost point blank range — the intervening distance 
being about 150 yards. 

As a result of this sudden attack, Jemadar Bharat 
Dubey sustained serious injuries in both legs but 
hurriedly moved his men into whatever covered posi- 
tion was available. Wing Commander Sri Vishundeo 
Kumar then ordered the Bihar Military Police sections 
to return the Are in self defence, and rendered first 
aid to the wounded Jemadar. The Jemadar In com- 
plete disregard of his own life, Insisted on remaining 
with hl s men till he was unable to hold on any longer. 
Seemg that he was bleeding profusely, Sri Ram 
Bahadur Singh evacuated the Jemadar to safety with 
the help of one section, while Sri Vishundeo Kumar 
stayed back with the other section to cover the retreat. 
The evacuation under almost constant Are from the 
raiders was a hazardous task, but Sri Ram Bahadur 
Singh, with coolness, accomplished it and later rejoined 
the line of Are. 

Meanwhile, the force under the command of Sri 
Vishundeo Kumar, Deputy Superintendent of Police 
and Iiavildar Vishwanath Pandey were unable to move 
and were pinned down the whole day. They acquitted 
themselves excellently in spite of lack of adequate 
cover and exposure to the scorching sun. without food 
and ■water. Eventually, under cover of darkness, Sri 
V. D. Kumar and Havildar Vishwanath Pandey 
managed to evacuate the entrapped section. Jemadar 
Bharat Dubey succumbed to his injuries.. 

All through the engagement Jemadar Bharat Dubey 
displayed a very rare example of unflinching devotion 
to duty and gallantry of a high order
